Here is a story that may go farther towards making us feel the war in our 
hearts than any number of personal experience records. Our minds may say - "This is 
a story and it's sentimental and plays deliberately on the emotions". Or thay may say - 
"She tells us these people are poor and dirty and live in squalor, but she makes us 
forget it as soon as it is said, for it isn't real in the sense that the integrity and 
pride and fineness of the people are real." The story revolves around a seven-year old 
slum child, a boy who knows only London and chiefly the London of the docks, a boy to 
whom the very thought of evacuation is terror, particularly as it threatens his tie 
with his mother and his baby sister. So the twins, next older, are sent to Cornwall, 
and Ben remains to face the bombing with the courage of his kind. The reader shares 
ee the intimate details of successive adjustments - loss of everything that meant home 
except the spirit which was strengthened by destruction outside. The shelters make 
friends of enemies, they make family ties where none have been acknowledged before, 
they build whole new sets of values - and they create new disturbances. There is drama 
and tragedy and high flights of courage in the story of Ben and the little girl next 
door, Em'ly, with her odd sense of right and wrong. And dominating all, there is Mrs. 
Barton, to whom a budget had reality the visiting ladies did not understand, and for 
whom there were standards and responsibilities that no mere Hitler could shake.go, oo

A story of Hawaii today, of the conflict between Hawaiian and Japanese, 
exploiting politicians and naive natives. And it makes good reading. Noah Kapahulas, 
epileptic and idiot, runs amuck and kills a Japanese girl. To appease the increasingly 
powerful, increasingly vindictive Japanese element, he is sentenced to death, instead 

, of being committed to an asylum. Baird, liberal psychiatrist, somewhat at loose ends 
after a disillusioning experience in Spain during the Civil War, is finally spurred on 
by Edith Lee, a social worker, to get back into medicine down there. He does so - 
they both become involved in the Kapahulas case ~ and eventually balk the self-interest- 
ed, pro-Japanese politicos. Not for a wide sale, but it is good, and a revealing pic- 


ture of the Islands, from top to bottom, with Edith and Baird as romantic filler.

The author of two stunt short novels does his first full length novel, 
a cross sectioning of a boarding house in New York on Christmas eve. The city takes 
the first lead, in all its immensity, and indifference, its drama and its inhumanity. 
Next come Mrs. Fanjoy's boarders, a grandmother neglected by her only three relatives; 
Hans, a refugee, with nothing to distract him from his aloneness; Betty, whose affair 
with Joe has landed her in trouble; Mr. Kittredge, fifty and denied all pleasures as 
his physical disabilities restrain him; and Mrs. Fanjoy, proprietor, living comfortably 
for herself. Christmas Eve brings its own measure of consolation to all of them. Real- 
ism in handling, mellowed with a touch of sentiment; good enough, though a trifle rem- 
iniscent. Definitely should come under the eagle eye of librarians for careful dis-

Bruce, Caleb ENICKERBCCKER GARDENS Scribner 


. A first novel and a find, this scrupulously convincing portrait of a 
newly developed suburb of a large city. The period is the 1927-37 decade; the charac- 
ters inelude all classes and races, living in and bordering on Knickerbocker Gardens. 
Some may label it as a Dreiser-Dos Passos-Lewis derivative, but it stands on its own 
feet as a remarkable likeness of a little studied sector of America. As the book 
Opens, fifteen assorted families are introduced; towards the close, the story converges 
until two of the younger generation carry through. The noisy twenties, the boom years, 
the panic, the slow lowering of the economic level, the chipping away of exteriors, 

the levelling down of snobbery and prejudice as the younger ganeration escape the pat- 
tern of their elders. The book is holding reading, and while Bruce is stacking him- 
self against top men in his field, his people, his action, his background are uniform-

Jones, Nard SCARLET PETTICOAT Dodd, Mead 


The author of Swift Flows the River again uses the Columbia River as set- 
ting for a segment of American frontier history, thinly fictionized. The scene is a 
lonely trading post on the river about 1813-14, a post which had shifted hands when a 
representative of the Astor interests sold out to the British for a brief period be- 
fore falling into American hands again. This is the story of Alexander Henry, whose 
heart was in the fate of the post, who made friends of the Indians, who was content 
with a man's life. Then came an English ship, bearing the threat of seizing the prop- 
erty and letting the post go, and the even greater threat of bringing a white woman into 
the strictly male precincts of the fort. The woman was a doxy of the man McTavish, 
Northwest factor, and through her came troubles, Indian attack, jealousy on the part 
of the Indian princess, wife of McDougall at the fort, emotional catastrophe to the 


men. The story is slow getting under way - but adds another leaf to frontier history.

Wylie, I.A.R. STRANGERS ARE COMING Random House 


A disappointing and somewhat amateurish job, from a good craftsman who 

knows her job better than this indicates. Satire on the jealousies and foibles of 

a college town in New England, when their boasted modernity is shattered when they 

are faced with "foreigners" in the flesh, refugees brought back by a scion of the town's 
leading family. He had been sent abroad to recover from a romance that shocked the 
social mores; he is caught in the Polish retreat, annexes an oddly assorted Troupe, 

and = backed by an old aunt who likes to shock her neighbors - brings them home, and 
then virtually deserts them when he is claimed by the snobbish element in the community. 


The story ends with a shifting of romances - and conversion on the part of the town,

Lytle, Andrew AT THE MOON'S INN Bobbs~Merrill 


There's been a long wait for a new novel from the author of The Long Night 
and this one is a surprise, for it bears no resemblance to the earlier book. It is a 
tragic and grim and sadistic record of an unsavoury slice of American exploration, the 
story of De Soto's ill-starred trip to Florida, which took him beyond the country he 
sought to annex through Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, to the great river, where he 
was killed, and buried beneath its waters to conceal his death from the hostile Indians. 
Gory and horrible picture of the deeds done in the name of Christianity. The story 
centers around Tovar, one of his lieutenants, demoted because of his betrayal of a ward 
of De Soto's in Cuba, later involved emotionally with an Indian girl, and constantly 
striving, by deeds of exaggerated valor, to have himself reenstated. The style is 
studiedly old style, ponderous, and the content harrowingly detailed. I confess that I

Burt has tapped the rich vein of his intimate knowledge of Philadelphia 
once again in this story which grows out of its very being. Felix, an anthropologist 
vhose passion for science has kept him single tracked through the years, inherits a 
fortune contingent on his living nine months a year in the home of his forebears. Hes- 
itatingly he returns from the wilds and begins to rebuild his life along new patterns, 
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learning to accept the responsibilities of his wealth, seeking purpose in the power 

it gives him ~ and discovering that he isn't the misanthrope he had thought himself. 
Struthers Burt combines a sense of place and people and story, with a philosophical 
turn of mind and phrase that slows the story down for some readers, but adds savor for 
those who want something beyond a plot. One of the most successful portraits of a city 
that I have read, with something of the bite of Kitty Foyle, tempered by a more mellow 
and urbane point of view towards a city the author loves - and hates. $2.50

Lengyel, Emil DAKAR Outpost of Two Hemispheres Random House | 
° The title is the answer to the inclusion of this book under Must Book 
heading, for Dakar - two years ago a vaguely recognizable place name to the mass of 
people - is now one of the big question marks in the battle for civilization. This 


is the first book devoted to the problem of this nearest port to the Americas, now 
to all intents and purposes in German hands. lLengyel has done a grand job of expos- . 
ition, filling in enough of the history, geography and character of Dakar to make it 
interesting reading for the layman, while weighing the evidence of its strategic im- 
portance, not only as a port and air base, but as the end of the trans-Saharan railway, 
now under construction, which, when finished, will make trans-Africantroop and equip- 
ment and supplies a possible thing. Lengyel shows the hows and whys of England's and 
the de Gaulle forces’ failure to seize the opportunity before German penetration was 
completed; he analyzes the steps taken by the U. S. - and the lines of future develop- 
ment. He stresses the importance of including the hinterland in any procedure looking 
towards control of Dakar for national and hemisphere defense. Then he turns to the 
South Atlantic island bulwarks, - the Azores, Madeira, the Canary Islands, the Cape 
Verde Islands, the Bissago Islands ~ where the Battle of the Atlantic may be decided.

The Life Story of a Korean Rebel 


The wife of Edgar Snow, herself a journalist of no mean order, became 
deeply interested in the Korean struggle, a fight for freedom that dates back centuries, 
persistent, valiant and unsung. Kim San is one of the three youngest leaders of its 
latest revolution, a wandering rebel, who ran away from home as a youngster, became 
associated with leading international terrorists and communists, learned the underground 
route, sacrificed everything personal for love of his country. She traces the uprisings 
through the years, massacres, tortures, imprisonment - a personal story which parallels 
the story of his country's struggle.

‘is something of the flavor of Life and Death of a Spanish Town with less of analytical 
undertone. One experiences with her the fascination of the island and its people - 
falls victim to the lure of a sense of security and peace - shares her deepening ap- 
preciation of the sturdy island folk, a composite of French peasantry anywhere. Then 
the growing shadow of the coming war, the mobilization, the tension of conflicting view- 
points, the quartering of soldiers on the people and the insidious apathy of the nine 
months’ "phony war". Then the fall of Norway, of the Low Countries, of France the in- 
vincible. And the coming of the German occupation, eager at first to make friends with 
the people, then ~ as the year rolls on —- betraying the actual purpose of the conqueror.

The basic thesis of this new approach to reducing is to "pick the gallop- 
ing calories instead of the sauntering ones". Example - proteins he:p make the carbo- 
hydrates consume themselves. The same intake of calories in some other direction keep 
the total intake at the same figure, but don't do any work for you.

The author gave the family tree, names, etc. of each bird, its habits, 
breeding grounds, and migratory haunts in brief, encyclopedic form. An expert shot 

and authority on wild fowl, rather than writer, he left the description of the birds 

to the .tllustrations. Lynn Bogue Hunt, a superb draftsman, not a painter, has done 

the 19 line drawings, but his colorist is noted for flamboyant effects rather than 
accuracy of detail. The pictures are helpful where drake and hen differ markedly, but 
since in many cases the similarity is too close it was important to add descriptions 

of each individual bird mentioned in the book. Hence the appendix, with complete des- 
criptions of the birds as well as migration maps, text on waterfowl regulations, flight 
tables, and a chapter on Gun Dogs by Ettinge Werner, publisher of Field And Stream. So 
now you may honestly tell your clients, especially women buying this book for men, that 
it is complete, authoritative and indispensable. It will fill a need in every sports- 
man's library. And it is a beautiful book, and liable to bé:in great demand come

Virginia Kirkus Bookshop Service supplies you with 24 issues per year, covering 
over 4000 Trade Books:- Fiction, General Non-fiction, Juveniles, and periodic 
special supplements on Foreign Books, Religious Books, Outdoor Books. 


These reviews are paragraph length, with content addressed (1) to the buyer, who 
wants to know the probable marketability of the book in question, its quality 
compared with previous books by the same author or other similar books in the 
field, the particular sales slant; (2) the sales clerk or circulation librarian, 
who wants to know enough about the book to be able to give customers intelligent 
information; (3) the public who have neither time nor training to arrive at 
quick judgments on relative merits of new books, and who can get a birdseye view 
of a book before deciding to take it. 


The material is arranged (1) under main divisions (Fiction, Non-fiction etc. ); 
(2) within those divisions under MUST BOOKS and DARK HORSES, which classifica-~ 
tions indicate books sure to be in the public eye and worth at least representa- 
tion - and under PROBLEMATICAL BOOKS, which indicates that they may fit one 
market and not another, or that they are "blind buys". (3) according to publica- 
tion dates. JUVENILE BOOKS are arranged under age groupings, with publication 
dates indicated in parenthesis. 


Asterisks are used to indicate plus quality. Very small bookshops and libraries 
are safe in assuming that the bulk of their selection will come from the Must 
Books, Dark Horses, and starred titles throughout. 

Reports are issued as soon after galley proofs are available as is humanly pos-— 
sible. The average is six weeks ahead of publication, except on books added to 


lists at the last moment. Those we group under "last minute” heading. 


Watch for promotion sheets, run on tinted stock. These vary in content, but are 
intended to provide fillips to the imagination in the way of suggestions for 
selling ideas, promotion, etc. 


Index sheets accompany each bulletin. Instructions for their use are sent with 
the original set-up of the service.
